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Supermarkets Seen 
Putting Kosher Shop 
Out Of Business

ELIZABETH, N. J.—Local kosher butchers cannot “withstand 
the competition” of kosher meat departments in chain-store super- 
markets, according to a member of a three-rabbi committee look- 
ing into the question for the Union of Orthodox Rabbis of the 


United States and Canada. 

Rabbi Pinchas Teitz of Eliza- 
beth told The POST that butch- 
ers in New Jersey or elsewhere 
would suffer the same fate as 
that met by butchers in Miami 
Beach since the opening of three 
kosher meat stores by Food 
Fair, a giant supermarket firm 
with outlets throughout the 
eastern seaboard. 


WHETHER small meat store 


‘owners would be forced out of 


business, Rabbi Teitz said, would 
depend on the individual cases. 
He emphasized, however, that 
all local butchers would be 
“strongly affected.” 

Rabbi Teitz, with Rabbis Elie- 
zer Silver of Cincinnati and 
Chaim Zimmerman of New 
York, has just completed hear- 
ings on the Food Fair Case in 
Miami Beach (NJP, Jan. 4), 
where his group was originally 
constituted as a “din Torah” to 
hear charges of kashrut viola- 
tions by the chain-store firm. 


THE COMMITTEE, however, 
apparently has now expanded its 
investigation to include the en- 
tire chain-store question and its 
effect on small kosher butchers. 

Also reportedly at stake is a 
proposal that the Union of Or- 
thodox Rabbis adopt rulings to 
protect small, independent 
butchers. 

Rabbi Teitz said that his group 
will meet Monday (Jan. 14), 
when it will issue a report and 
“map a course of action for 
further investigation.”

Jewish Editor 
Confirms Rabbi’s 
Sermon On Threats

TLANTA, Ga. — The editor of a Jewish weekly, who Ras 


| kept his fingers on the pulse of Georgia for years, strongly affirmed 


an Atlanta rabbi’s contention that racial tensions in the South 
were “undermining” the American doctrines of freedom of thought 


and freedom of speech. 

Adolph Rosenberg, editor of 
the Southern Israelite here, said 
Rabbi Jacob M. Rothschild’s es- 
timate “certainly is true, I have 
noticed pretty much the same 
thing.” . 

“We have not dared, as a 
newspaper, to go into the sub- 
ject of racial tensions as _ thor- 
oughly as we could have liked 
because of fear of reprisals.” 


RABBI ROTHSCHILD, spiri- 
tual leader of The Temple, At- 
lanta’s only Reform congrega- 
tion, told the Central Syna- 
gogue, New York, that “threats 
—-vague and not so vague—of 
economic boycott and physical 
violence have been directed 
against those who seek a peace- 
ful solution, or—worse | still— 
bravely dare to counsel compli- 
ance with the Supreme Court 
decision (on desegregation) be- 
cause it is the law of the land. 

“There is a macabre and dis- 
quieting parallel between the 
South today and a totalitarian 
state,” Rabbi Rothschild de- 
clared in his New York sermon. 


“THERE IS the curtailment 
of the right to speak freely and 
openly if what you say disa- 
grees with the popular point of 
view. Law is abrogated, consti- 
tutional government is chal- 
lenged. Interpretation and _ en- 
forcement of law is transferred 
to respectable—but sélf-appoint- 
ed—leaders. Soon, control passes 
on to the hands of not so re- 
spectable extremists and rabble- 
rousers.”

Rosenberg noted, however, 
that Rabbi Rothschild has ex- 
pressed his views on segrega- 
tion from his own pulpit and 
made similar pronouncements at 
a Jackson (Miss.) congregation. 

SAM MILLER, president of 
Rabbi Rothschild’s congregation, 
said he had no comment to 
make on the spiritual Jeader’s 
New York talk. 

The rabbi also had urged 
Southern Jews to persist in 
working for the implementation 
of the Supreme Court decision 
with “patience and {dealism.” 

Rabbi Rothschild, back in At- 
lanta, said that his New York 
sermon also pointed out that 
“Jews couldn’t be leaders of 
the crusade, but that they could 
not debase their ideals because 
of man’s inability to rise to 
them.” 

ASKED IF there had been 
any official comment by his 
board regarding the New York 
talk, Rabbi Rothschild said “I 
don’t know how they like na- 
tional publicity.”

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Eisenhower Seems To Show Pro-Egypt Feeling In Talk To Congress

WASHINGTON, D. C.—The Middle East has 
been termed in a recent poll the No. 1 news story 
of the year just past; and from the emphasis 
placed on that area this week end, highlighted by 
President Ejisenhower’s Middle East address to 
Congress, it is fairly safe to predict that this area 
will continue to maintain-its high 
news value rating for some time. 

The drama of the President’s 
address before both Congressional 
bodies on the Middle East in ad- 
vance of his State of the Union 
message was heightened by the 
pomp and circumstance which ac- 
company such appearances. 

AS MEMBERS of the House 
of Representatives sat assembled, 

Eisenhower there appeared in order after 
formal announcement, Senators, foreign ambassa- 
dors, the Supreme Court Justices, the Cabinet, 
and finally the President himself. The President, 
looking hale and hearty, was roundly applauded 
by the distinguished assembly as well as by the 
over-flowing gailery. 

As the diplomats made their entrance, Israel's 





Ambassador Abba Eban appeared among the first 
of his distinguished colleagues. Egypt’s Ambassa- 
dor Hussein was well behind. As Eban walked to- 
ward the section reserved for the diplomatic corps, 
he was warmly greeted by Senators Sparkman of 
Alabama, Mansfield of Wyoming, Kennedy of 
Massachusetts, and many others. 

EGYPT’S. HUSSEIN took a back seat literally 
from Ambassador Eban, and this reporter eould 
not refrain from the hope that the seating arrange- 
ment might be prophetic with regard to the aiti- 
tude and policy which was about to be pronounced 
by President Eisenhower. 

However, as the President began his address 
to the solemn assembly, it quickly appeared that 
the seating had no symbolic significance. Early in 
his address the President referred to Israel with 
reference to the instability in the Middle East in 
these words: “... the relatively large attack by 
Israel in October has intensified the basic differ- 
ences between that nation and its Arab neighbors.” 

As he continued he seemed to explain away 
Egypt’s association and friendship with the USSR 
when he said: “ ... fear sometimes perverts true 
patriotism into fanaticism and to the acceptance 
of dangerous enticements from without.” 

HIS DECLARATION that his program will not 


solve “the problems of Palestine and relations be- 
tween Isam@b and the Arab states, and the future 
of the Arab refugees,” ... “the problem of the 
future status of the Suez Canal” is noteworthy. 

The objective of this administration as pro- 
nounced by the President to prevent Russia from 
filling the power vacuum in the Middle East is an 
important affirmative pronouncement which has 
the approval of most Congressional leaders. _How- 
ever, Congressional leaders from both sides of the 
aisle have grave misgivings regarding the Presi- 
dent’s proposals for obtaining this objective. 

Reports that President Eisenhower is kindly 
disposed to Egypt’s Nasser have been circulating 
in Washington. 

In an item in the Washington Post and Times 
Herald, staff reporter Chalmers Roberts quoted a 
Senator who attended the President’s New Year’s 
Day meeting on the Middle East for Congressional 
leaders to the effect that the President “had char- 
acterized Egyptian President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
as not a bad fellow.” 

On “Meet The Press,” House Majority Leader 
McCormack stated that President Eisenhower de- 
clared at that New Year’s Day meeting: “Nasser 
was the best Egyptian we could get.”

WASHINGTON, D.C. (NJP)— 
There is considerable support 
here for Israel’s announced de- 
termination not to withdraw from 
all of the Sinai Peninsula unless 
her ships are guaranteed free 
access to the Gulf of Aqaba. 


Israel had informed UN sec- 
retary General Hammarskjold 
that it would withdraw from 60 
per eent of the area by Jan. 7, 


which will leave her occupying 
a strip of about 30 miles in 
width. 

Exactly what guarantees Is- 
rael will consider satisfactory is 


not known, but Israel has made 
it clear to the State Department 
and to the UN that it will not 
accept Egypt's unilateral pledge 
nor will she agree to withdraw 
in favor of UN troaps.

NEW YORK (WNS)-—Israel's 
“action in the Sinai Peninsula 
was the inevitable consequence 
of years of Arab aggression and 
also was taken to ward off the 
murderous assault which a So- 
viet-armeg Egypt would soon 
have made,” the Central Con- 
ference of American Rabbis de- 
clared this week in a statement 
issued by its commission on jus- 


| tice and peace. 


Declaring that “the Jewish 
people has had enough experi- 
ence with tyrants not to have 
estimated Nasser’s intentions 
correctly,” the statement noted 
that the “nations now acting so 
zealously through the United 
Nations to protect the interests 
of Egypt did nothing to insure 
the security of Israel” 

While endorsing the action of 
the “United States in supporting 
the UN resolution on the with- 
drawal of British, French and 
Israeli forces. from Egypt prop- 
er, the statement noted that it 
was “permissible to doubt 
whether turning the destiny of 
a people over to the rule of a 
despot like Nasser is sincerely 
furthering its welfare.”

At one meeting here before her 
departure for home, Foreign 
Minister Golda Meir was re- 
ported to have said that Israel 
would not move from Gaza even 
if it had to brave a vote of 79- 
to-1 in the UN Assembly.

a Jewish furniture dealer, who precipitated the storm, was being watched anxiously by educators, 


the clergy and laymen alike. 


Anticipating his daughter’s entry into the fourth grade, and convinced that segregation of any 


kind is personally degrading, 
Myron Schwartz wended his way 
to the library one day last sum- 
mer to inquire into the released 


time program — a name given 
for teaching religion to public 
school pupils during school 
hours. 


THE CURIOUS Schwartz made 
several trips to the library until 
he was satisfied that the school 
board in near-by Fairborn, where 
he makes his home, was acting 
unconstitutionally. Enclosing a 
sheaf of legal decisions and op- 
inions, the benign little furni- 
ture dealer wrote the Fairborn 
school board “to present a for- 
mal objection to the religious 
program as now practiced for 
the fourth grades of our schools.” 

Schwartz went on to cite re- 
cent United States Supreme 
Court decisions, which, he con- 
tended, ruled that released time 
classes cannot be held on school 
premises. 

“THE SUPPORT, both financial 


various local church activities 
... make it self-evident that I 
am wholekeartedly in favor of 
religion,’ Semwartz wrote. But, 
he added, “I asa sure that you 
will be in agreement that (re- 
ligion) must be taught without 
violating the constitutional prin- 
ciple of separation of church and 
state.” 

The school administration in 
Fairborn, a suburban city of 
15,000 population, was unim- 
pressed. In a terse letter writ- 
ten about three weeks later, the 
superintendent of schools an- 
swered: “At a meeting of our 
Board of Education ...a copy 
of your letter was presented to 
each member. ... To make a 
long story short, this whole 
problem was discussed, but no 
action was taken.” 

SCHWARTZ, through Rabbi 
Selwyn D. Ruslander of Temple 
Israel here, now took his pro- 
test to the Church Federation of 
Greater Dayton, which sponsors 
the religious classes at the par- 
ents’ expense. No sooner had: 
the Church Federation agreed 


to study the, matter than the 
news leaked out. (It hit me like 
a bombshell,” exclaimed the 
sensational - shy, unobtrusive 
Schwartz.) 

In Dayton, it was_ learned, 


these classes were conducted off 
school property, usually in neigh- 
boring churches. But elsewhere 
in the metropolitan area, as well 
as in other sections of Ohio, the 
classes were held, for the most 
part, in school buildings. In 
effect, public monies were being 
spent to support private re- 
ligious training. 

THE CHILD wasn’t forced to 
attend these classes, given once 
a week, but reports sifted in of 
perplexed fourth graders—usu- 
ally Jewish and Catholic chil- 
dren—standing in hallways out- 
side their classrooms while the 
majority of their classmates re- 
ceived religious training. 

Educators vigorously defended 
this procedure on the grounds 
of an opinion given in 1941 by 
the Ohio Attorney General, who 
ruled that a board of education 
may “lawfully permit the use 
of the school building .. . for 
the purpose of giving religious 
instruction to school pupils....” 

SCHWARTZ, however, coun- 
tered with a recitation of sev- 





eral United States Supreme 





Court decisions, all of more re- 
cent origin. In one, involving 
the Champaign, IIl., school board, 
the high court ruled that re- 
leased time classes held on pub- 
lic school premises violate the 
First Amendment, which guar- 
antees the separation of church 
and state. 


The superintendent of county” 


schools, however, said that de- 
cision had “no bearing” on the 
situation here. He said he had 
discussed the decision with Jus- 
tice Harold H. Burton and was 
told the court’s ruling merely 
decided the issue in Champaign, 
Ill—nowhere else. “It was not 
far-reaching like the segrega- 
tion decision,’ the school ad- 
ministrator said. 

IN OTHER QUARTERS, there 


were efforts to quash any pub- 
licity, “before it stirs things up.” 

One of the daily newspapers 
here completely ignored the 
touchy issue. A spokesman for 
the Church Federation brought 
up a recent Supreme Court rul- 
ing which upheld the released 
time program.

SEN. DOULGAS URGES ISRAEL 
TO RETAIN GAZA, TIRAN 


WASHINGTON (NJP)—In an 
exclusive interview, Senator 
Paul Douglas (D., lll.) told this 
reporter that Israel’s troops 
should not withdraw either from 
the Straits of Tiran or any 
further from the Sinai penin- 
sula without the establishment 
of “a neutral strip along this 
vital coast line.” 

He said that the recent “de- 
fensive” measure undertaken by 
Israel against Egypt when Is- 
rael occupied the Gaza strip and 
the entire Sinai peninsula should 
convince Egyp- 
tian leaders as 
well as those 
of the other 
Arab states 
that their hope 
to overpower 
Israel militari- 
ly is “a vain 
hope.”

ANOTHER essential fac- 
tor in a peace settlement, ac- 
cording to Douglas, is_ that 


Egypt grant free access through 
the Suez to all shipping, includ- 
ing that of Israel. 

Senator Douglas favored Is- 
rael’s retention of the Gaza Strip 
under a mandate with United 
Nations’ supervision on condition 
that Israel help absorb the Arab 
refugees who would remain 
voteless in order to prevent an 
Arab fifth column in Israel, He 
added that other Arab countries 
should help in the resettlement 
of the Arab refugees whose 
plight he described as “terrible.” 


SENATOR DOUGLAS said 
that although he was “tremen- 
dously impressed” with Israel’s 
material advances, particularly 
the building and reclamation of 
the desert, he was even more 
impressed with the “magnificent 
cultural accomplishments Israel 
has achieved.” He ‘referred par- 
ticularly to her assimilating ref- 
ugees from so many diverse cul- 
tures and the renascence of He- 
brew as a national language. 

Commenting on the needs of 
the Egyptian people, Senator 
Douglas expressed the hope that 
Nasser might soon return to 
the principle of social reform 
upon which Naguib’s coup d’etat 
against corrupt King Farouk 
was based. 

AS TO President Eisenhow- 
er’s plan for the Middle East, 
Senator Douglas approved the 
Administration’s recognition of 
“the danger of Communist ag- 
gression in the Middle East 
which some of us. have been try- 
ing to point out for some years.” 

He felt that the proposals for 
military assistance called for 
grave and immediate study and 
a great deal of clarification, He 
wanted to know whether the mil- 
itary proposals would include 
“guarantee of Israel’s borders.” 
He said it wasn’t clear whom 
we would defend in the event of 
war between Syria and Iraq. 

He felt that the deliberate 
omission from the plan of set- 
tlement of Arab-Israel difference 
was a weakness,

DALLAS, Tex.—Congregation Shearith Israel here is delighted with its new synagogue, a 
realistic solution of combined religious functions, social activities and cultural attributes. 

Under the leadership of Dr. Hillel E. Silverman, Rabbi, the membership of 900 subscribed 
to an idea of contemporary architecture as best suited to a 14-acre site, and the general locale 


of their property.

UPON ENTERING from the 
south into a main religious area, 
a member of the congregation 
immediately realizes and feels 
an imprint of soulful reverence 
for holy experiences to come. 

On the right is located a me- 
morial area consisting of eight 
marble memorial tablets with 
gold leaf incised letters show- 
ing the memorial dedication. On 
each slab numerous other names 
are found, in plaque, which re- 
mind that a departed loved one 
has an indelible imprint on the 
hearts and minds of those now 
living, 

TO THE LEFT, a series of 
copper urns serve as beautiful 
receptacles for a 24-hour candle 
when Yahrzeit is observed.

SEPARATED from the main 
chapel by folding wood parti- 
tions, automatically operated, 20 
feet high and 88 feet wide, is 
a social hall. When this area is 
used, seating capacity for 2,200 
people is provided for the High 
Holidays. 

When used for stage presenta- 
tions, the social hall will seat 
1,300 people, or if for dinner, 
800, It is equipped with a com- 
plete stage, dressing rooms, both 
meat and dairy kitchens and 
storage for movable chairs and 
tables. This area is especially 
designed for multiple use and as 
such is a justified economy. 


A SMALL chapel located ad- 
jacent to the synagogue proper 
seats 96 people. In interior de- 
sign it is similar in character, 
with diagonal walls, sloping ceil- 
ings, bronze Ark with light ra- 
diating from behind. A separate 
chapel entrance in the memorial 
area gives private access to this 
facility. 

A spacious bride’s room ad- 
joins the main synagogue, Sep- 
arate fitted dressing rooms for 
the bride and attendants are 
provided and add to the luxury 
of these quarters. 


DIVIDING the religious and 
social area of the building from 
the educational administrative 
sections are large glass-enclosed 
galleries. From these galleries 
a spectacular view of an open 
court is presented. 

The open court is useq for 
meditation, study, entertaining 
and outdoor weddings. Carefully 
landscaped to provide a proper 
background, the court can be 
seen from the entrance foyer 
and two wings of the structure. 
No conflicting soung can pene- 


trate from one area of activity 
to another area being used si- 
multaneously. 


SPECIAL THOUGHT has been 
given the youth center of this 
congregation, Equipped with an 
adequate soda fountain, kitchen 
and food service, the area is flex- 
ible and well appointed. Folding 
partitions afford limited private 
rooms or an expanded large 
meeting room. Walls are reeded 
wood, exposed face brick and 
glass opening onto the court. 

An educational section of 20 
classrooms, seven of which are 
used for the Hebrew school, one 
for a general purpose room, two 
for primary classes and the re- 
mainder for regular Sunday 
schoo]. All primary classrooms 
have exterior doors which open 
onto a well-protected and ade- 
quately equipped play yard. A 
private kitchenette is provided 
for primary classes, 


THE ADMINISTRATIVE sec- 
tion contains offices for general 


business, rabbi, cantor, educa- 
tional director, with reception 
area, women’s lounge, ample 


closets, coat room and_ special 
book room. 

The synagogue is acoustically 
treated throughout, has a 200- 
ton air conditioning installation 
which insures year-round com- 
fort in any section of the con- 
temporary structure. Designed 
for future expansion, Congrega- 
tion Shearith Israel] is already 
looking forward to adding addi- 
tional facilities in the immediate 
future. 


PAVED PARKING areas are 
provided for members with four 
covered entrances for protected 
entry in inclement weather. 

George L. Dahl Architects & 
Engineers designeg the syna- 
gogue in its entirety . 
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The centerpiece of any synagogue is the 
Ark of the Torah, and in Shearith Israel in 
Dallas this has been accentuated in a number 
of modern ways. One unique feature is 


achieved by the lighting, which sends rays 
from the Ark up and over into the altar giving 
the effect of reaching into the heavens.

ISRAEL FIRM STARTS NEW STYLE. TREND; 


PORTRAYS TRADIT

LONDON—A new departure 
for Israeli fashions, abandoning 
the aping of Paris styles and 
those of ether fashion centers 
was noted here im a style show. 

The designs and textures were 
based on ancient Jewish nat- 
terns, and resembled these worn 
by Oriental communities. The 
materials used were manufac. 
tured in Israel (mostly from 
cotton grown there). 


COPYING of seasonal Paris 
trends—so noticeable in former 
attempts at “original” Israel 
creations—was absent. 

Particularly noticeable were 
various versions of a_ striped 
coat worn by both Jews and 
Arabs in the Old City of Jeru- 
salem, and the rich golg embroi- 
dery traditionally worn by Yem- 
enite women. 


THE UNUSUAL callection was 
designed by Madame Finy (Finy 
Leitersdorf) of Tel Aviv, who 
migrated 17 years ago from 
Hungary. It was made for Mas- 
kit, Israel Village Craft Co., 
founde@ six years ago by Ruth 
Dayan, wife of Israel’s chief of 
staff. 

The color scheme of the Mas. 
kit collection is also original, in- 
spired by the red soil of Israel, 
the golden sand of its shores, 
and the orange shades of its 
citrus fruit, 


AT THE show, a new terra 
cotta shade called “hamra” es- 
pecially was featured. 

Texture of materials also was 
novel. Made of light woo] and 
vistra, or vistra and cotton, or 
cotton and wool, or even goat’s 
hair and cotton, they are crease- 
resisting and shrink-proof. Both 
the coarse and smooth finishes 
look light and easy to wear.’ 

THE EASTERN look, so pop- 
ular in clothes -since Paris in- 
troduced it two years ago, ap- 
pears too; but again, only when 
it concides with traditional Jew- 
ish fashions, as in the various 
versions of the “Desert” coat— 
seemingly so contemporary, 
with its soft falling back-full- 
ness, yet so reminiscent of the 
Bedouin cloak. The same is true 
of the straight striped coats, 
and is brought out by the bar- 
baric handmade silver and gilt 
jewelry—all based on tradition- 
al designs— which to Western 
eyes seems so fashionable now. 
‘It is even noticeable in the 
“stove-pipe” slacks of all colors, 
narrowing at the ankles, in 
keeping with the latest fash- 
ions, yet strongly reminiscent of 
trousers worn by Yemenite 
women, 

A dress-collection was not in 
Mrs. Dayan’s mind when _ she 
began to help new immigrants 
to help themselves by organiz- 
ing small handicraft groups in 
every village, bringing them raw 
materials with which to pursue 
their ancient crafts, and helping 
them to market their wares aft- 
erwards. 

THESE ANCIENT crafts, 
practiced by some Jewish com- 
munities for generations, stood 
in danger of being neglected and 
forgotten when these communi- 
ties transplanted to Israel, and 
became engrossed in acclima- 
tizing themselves to new sur- 
roundings and learning new 
methods of agriculture and in- 
dustry. 

In providing incentive to con- 





tinue old occupations, a treble 
purpose was served. It helped 
new immigrants integrate more 
readily and happily. It provided 
them with additional revenue. 
It preserved the ancient arts 
from extinction. It also succeed- 
ed in founding a national in- 
dustry indigenous to the coun- 
try, in which 600 highly skilled 
craftsmen are employed at pres- 
ent.

There are parents in our midst 
who become distressed at this 
time of the year.

The Arabs 
themselves have not asked for 
American protection, and _ the 
plan does not even pretend to 
solve the Arab-Israel conflict 
nor the Suez dispute. 


IN EFFECT, therefore, Eisen- 
hower has weakened the UN and 
has put his stamp of approval 
upon the “chaos” which now 
prevails in the Middle Fast. 
Thank heaven, adds the same 
paper’s D. Flinker, for France, 
now Israel’s best friend. Flinker 
describes the warm reception 
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given to a French delegation in 
Israel and predicts a Franco- 
Israeli alliance. If Eisenhower 
were really anxious to see So- 
vietism weakened in the Middle 
East he should have expressed 
thanks to Israel which struck 
the greatest blow against the 
Kremlin, writes Auerbach. 

All writers agree that Eng- 
land and France are beginning 
to realize that the strongest anti- 
Soviet force in the area is Is- 
rael. What other motive can the 
new policy have, asks Auerbach 
sardonically, except the appease- 
ment of Nasser? In the mean- 
time, a Forward correspondent 
reports that in Israel the price 
of autographs of Guy Mollet has 
gone up sharply, and even An- 
thony Eden is fetching a fairly 
good price on the autograph 
market,

IN A post-Christmas column, 
the Forward’s David Einhorn 
discloses an odd fact. He says 
that in European communities 
Jews used to indulge in a form 
of Christmas observance. 

It was called “Nittel,” and 
featured feasting and general 
gaiety. Nittel, of course, stands 
for Natal. Einhorn believes that 
the Jews celebrated Christmas 
because of their relief over the 
fact that Christian worshipers 
were less prone to molest Jews 
after their observance of Jesus’ 
natal day than after Easter serv- 
ices. 


IN HIS column Einhorn lev- 
els strictures against the “Christ- 
mas” broadcast made by Mau- 
rice N. Ejisendrath, of the Un- 
ion of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations. Einhorn’s objection: 
A rabbi should concentrate on 
raising the spiritual level of his 
own people, not of those of an- 
other faith. 

Similarly, Day-Journalists Ja- 
cob Glatstein and S. Dingo! took 
exception to the Eisendrath talk, 
Glatstein demurring to the ef- 
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fect that some Christian doc- 
trines, such as turning the other 
cheek, are definitely not those 
which a rabbi ought to espouse. 

THE WIDE range and diver- 
sity of American Jewish Contri- 
butions to civilization are high- 
lighted by two interviews which 
recently appeared in the Yiddish 
press. The interviewees were 
Anna Rosenberg and Cyrus Gor- 
don. 

Anna Marie Lederer Rosenberg 
is the diminutive dynamo who 
once flabbergasted the Pentagon 
and GI’s throughout the world 
by her appointment as assistant 
secretary. of defense. In_ that. 
lofty post she was one of the 
personages credited with the 
Allied victory in World War II. 


LAUPED by Eisenhower, she 
worked hard ‘twice to elect Ste- 
venson, Currently she is deeply 
anxious over events in Hungary, 
for she is a native of Budapest, 
having come to the U. S. at the 
age of 10. 

Few immigrants have done 
more for their country than this 
effervescent woman who has 
served in more than 30 city, 
state and federal offices, includ- 
ing the War Manpower commis- 
sion, the Social Security admini- 
stration, the Office of Defense, 
the Department of Health and 
Welfare, etc. 

Married to a rug-dealer named 
Julius Rosenberg since she was 
18, Anna Rosenberg is today only 
54. Reason for the renewed in- 
terest in her on the part of the 
Forward’s M. Regensberg: There 
is a report that she will be per- 
suaded to run for the office of 
president of New York’s city 
council], which would put her in 
line. to become New York City’s 
first Jewish mayor, should Mayor 
Wagner’s expected second bid for 
the Senate prove successful. 


AS PHENOMENAL and effi- 
cient as Anna Rosenberg is an 
administrator is a handsome, 
blond, blue-éyed Philadelphian 
named Cyrus Herzl Gordon, 
whom M. A. Ger breathlessly 
reports on in the Day-Journal. 

Gordon’s most phenomenal 
achievement is the final deci- 
phering of the Uggaritic lan- 
guage, first uncovered some 40 
years ago in excavations in 
southern Syria. A hitherto un- 
known language, Uggaritic came 
to light on stone tablets uncov- 
ered in a dug-up cemetery, 

The discovery has thrown con- 
siderably new light on the Bible, 
and, more, has seemed to have 
proved that there was a link be- 
tween ancient Greek and Hebrew 
cultures. 


BESIDES being the world’s 
foremost authority on Uggaritic, 
Prof, Gordon is at home in a 
half dozen other ancient tongues, 
lectures eloquently on old civili- 
zations at Dropsie college, Bran- 
deis university, Hebrew Union 
college and before general audi- 
ences. Author of 12 books and 
over 150 monographs on various 
subjects, the professor ig still 
only 48 years old and by no 
means -an ivory-towered scholar. 

Son of a famed Philadelphia 
medico-Zionist (Dr. Benjamin 
Gordon) and member of the cel- 
ebrated’ Gordon family of Min- 
neapolis, the professor is an ar- 
dent Zionist, a student of Hassi- 
dism, the father of three young- 
sters, and as proficient in Yid- 
dish as he is in Assyrian. He 
has greatly enriched the world 
of knowledge. 





WINS BIALIK PRIZE

HASOLLELIM—This quiet, industrious kibbutz, located in the 
foothills of Galilee, not far from Nazareth, is today headquarters 
for a group of 15 young Americans between the ages of 17 and 20. 
They are an experimental group of members of Woung Judaea, 
pioneers in their own way, who are blazing the trail for an edu- 
cational pengrem which may have far-reaching effects on or- 
ganized Jewish education in America. 


new. Many have done so as individuals. Se- 
lected leaders of youth movements have been 
sent on such courses to’ prepare them for serv- 
ice to their organizations. A year of prelimi- 
nary training has frequently been looked upon 
as an excellent introduction to settlement in Is- 
i rael—with decision merely delayed. 

THE YOUNG JUDAEAN plan is quite dif- 
ferent in that the object is simply to provide 
an opportunity for study, work and living ex- 
perience in ‘the Israeli atmosphere, following which the young 
people may return to be better Jews and better Americans. 

I have met these young people, I have spoken to them, and 
it appears that the experiment is going to be a great success, 
Of course, they have had certain experiences which succeeding 
groups may not have, for they have found themselves in Israel 
during a period when history was made before their eyes. Of 
course, there were the usual frantic cables from doting parents, 
urging them to come back at once, but the young people felt quite 
secure here, and all succeeded in convincing the folks back home 
that a Galilee kibbutz was certainly no more dangerous than the 
highways of the United States, where more than 35,000 people 
were killed last year in automobile accidemts alone. 


FORMAL LECTURES and classroom work were delayed for 
a while as the 15 Americans watched the able-bodied men of 
Hasollelim heed the call to arms, and then pitched in to take 
their places for the duration. 

Farm chores are quite a departure for urban youth, but the 
parents back home weuld beam with satisfaction could they but 
see what hard work, and responsibility, and discipline have done 
for their soft, slightly spoiled children. 

They are not going to spend all their time in this kibbutz. 
Before this year is over, they will have had a chance to live in 
each of the three major cities; they will have taken in most of 
the highlights in the way of scenery and historic sites; they will 
have had a chance to follow their own professional or vocational 
interests for a month within an Israel framework. Further, they 
all will be able to speak Hebrew, and will know enough about the 
country, its life and its problems, to be able te write a book 
about it. 


ABOUT HALF of those in the group have just been gradu- 
ated from high school; the other half are already college and uni- 
versity students, studying engineering, architecture, social work, 
nursing, pre-med and education. The interesting thing is that 
not ene looks upon this year in Israel as a year wasted, either 
professionally or educationally. To the contrary, they now feel 
more strongly than ever that upon their return to America they 
will be far better equipped in every way to continue with what- 
ever careers they have set for themselves. 

“After all,” one of them said, “we always used to look with 
envy upon those young people whose parents could afford to send 
them for a year to France or Switzerland or Italy. That was 
really tops! And now, thanks to this economical program set up 
jointly by Young Judaea and the Jewish Agency, we, too, can 
go abroad for a year.” 

They have their fun, too. Biggest laugh of the month was 
the clipping from the Burlington, Vt., newspaper. One of the 
parents submitted to the paper excerpts from the boy’s letters 
home, and the paper published them under a banner headline: 
“Local Youth Reports From War-Torn Israel. ” The fact is they 
haven’t even heard a Shot. 

Home-town papers in Daytona Beach, Poughkeepsie, Dallas, 
Milwaukee, Washington, D. C., Baltimore and various parts of 
New York can take sjailar pride in their representatives in this 
Young Judaea group. May their number be even larger next year.

In answer to letter-writer 
Francis X. Blaine Jr.: 

When I wrote that perhaps 
we had better soft-pedal the fact 
that New Year’s Eve was in 
reality the religious festival 
marking the circumcision of Je- 
sus, since it might make some 
antiSemite (who hated every- 
thing Jewish, including Jewish 
customs) less than happy to 
know he had been celebrating 
for all these New Year’s Eves 
the traditional Jewish bris, I was 
writing tongue-in-cheek, of 
course. And my motive was 
solely to help my fellow Jews 
walk a bit more erectly. 

As a small and usually hated 
minority all these centuries, 
Jews have been made to feel in- 
ferior about themselves and their 
practices. 

MR. BLAINE may not be 
aware that there is such a thing 
as Jews hating themselves, most- 
ly because of the aétitude of 
the non-Jew, And ewan teday, 
in this American climate of &ee 
dom of religion, they must feel 
out of step and alien, with Chris- 
tian observance so much-a part 
of daily life; the Christian day 
of rest marking off Sunday as 
different from the other days 
of the week, and winter and 
spring school vacations coming 
at Christmas and Easter, and 
so on. 

As for New Year’s Eve; I had 
always been under the impres- 
sion that this change from one 
year to another was purely a 
secular occasion, instituteq By 
the Romans and one which all 
Americans: could. mark (even 
though we Jews also. had our 
traditional holiday. of Rosh Ha- 
shana, which we designate as 
our New Year. 

The information that it marked 
the bris of Jesus came as im 
teresting news to me, And I 
would like to point out, Mr. 
Blaine, that there is a difference 
between a circumcision and a 
bris. 

ANYONE - CAN _ circumcise 
their sons and many people do, 
but a bris is a definte religious 
ceremony. A Jewish baby is al- 
ways circumcised on the eighth 
day after his birth, !f he is 
deemed healthy enough to un- 
dergo the operation at that time. 
This is a_ traditional practice 
handeqd down from generation 
to generation, even as it was in 
Jesus’ day. 

On that day, then, a group as- 
sembles to witness the event, 
and to pray together, including a 
prayer by the father who says, 
“IT am here ready to perform 
the affirmative precept to cir- 
cumcise my son, even as the 
Creator, blessed be he, hath 
commanded us, as it is written 
in the Torah (part of the Bi- 
ble) ‘And he that is eight days 
old shall be circumcised among 
you, every male throughout your 
generations’.” 

AND THERE is included, 
among the prayers, one for the 
child, which goes in part, “Our 
God and God of our fathers, 
preserve this child to his father 
ang his mother, and let kés name 
(this is when the baby is offi- 
cially named) be called in Israel 

-—__-—,, the son of —— — —. 
Let the father rejoice in his off- 
spring and the mother be glad 
with the fruit of her body... 
Oh give thanks unto the Lord; 
for he is good; for his loving- 
kindness endureth forever. This

little child, may he become great. 
Even as he has entered into 
the covenant (by his circumci- 
sion), s@ may he enter into the 
Torah (study), the nuptial can- 
opy, and into g@od deeds.” 

Following the _ circumcision 
the group remains to partake of 
food (usually cake and wine) 
as befits a solemn and yet joy- 
ous occasion, for this marks the 
official entry into Judaism of 
another male child. 

MR. BLAINE will admit that 
things are a bit mixed up. Here 
he feels called upon to remind 
us that we shouldn't be celebrat- 
ing New Year’s Eve since it is 
a religious event of another 
faith, yet it was originally part 
of Jewish ritual and no one, 
outside of Jewry today, contin- 
ues to practice it. 

I AM RATHER p uzzled 
by your statement that 
Jews “are taking over Christian 
celebrations and secularizing and 
frequently vulgarizing them.” 
Do you have in mind that Jew- 
ish parents buy Hanuka _pres- 
ents for their children to help 
them feel not left out too much. 
Or do you mean that Jewish 
shopkeepers advertise their mer- 
chandise as possible gifts? What 
would you have them do, close 
their doors during the month of 
December? 

IF JEWISH shopkeepers par- 
ticipate in the pre-Christmas 
rush of business, they are only 
part of the. larger tide. And is 
it less secularizing Christmas, 
than bringing religion into the 
market place, when some de- 
partment stores (which may 
even include Jewish-owned ones) 
do such things as bringing a 
Christmas choir into their place 
of business to sing Christmas 
carols?

His strong Arab bias is. mild- 
ly and naively expressed in his 
hope for “interfaith under- 
standing” among the _ three 
faiths there represented. No 
mention is made of the reit- 
erated determination of his fel- 
lowmen to destroy Israel utter- 
ly, come what may. “Our press 
often is oblivious to the plaus- 
ible aspirations of the Arab 
Moslem world.” 

He deplores “our foreign pol- 
icy apparently biased in favor 
of Israel.” No mention of arms 
for Egypt. 

Anti-Semitism is defined as 
“opposition to the Jew for what 
he is.” “Judaism ... has sur- 
rendered to an emotional com- 
mitment to political, mundane 
needs,” 

How would he overcome the 
“alien, imperialist, and intrus- 
ive character of Israel” except 
by destroying it? A most in- 
formative, but hardly objective, 
book. 


LANGUAGE: A MODERN SYN- 


THESIS; by Joshua What- 
mough, $4.75 (St. Martin’s 
Press). 


Harvard's professor of com- 
parative philology Knows more 
about ancient and modern lan- 
guages than any other of the 
several contemporary pedagogs 
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writing about “the miracle and 
magic of language.” He seems 
to have learned and taught ev- 
erything linguistic. 

His magnificent book—not as 
popularly written as Pei’s and 
not as technical as Jesperson’s 
—is commended to all readers 
(which means all readers inter- 
ested in words and speech). 

He offers humor and anec- 
dote, history and analysis, struc- 
ture and mechanics, science 
and symbol, uses and mean- 
ings, and virtually an encyclo- 
pedic treatment of what is al- 
ways a fascinating topic. Many 
omit the purely technical ae- 
count of how sounds are made 
by the larynx and its adjuncts; 
but these are small portions of 
the major story. 

However, the professor seems 
not to know that Hebrew was 
never really dead, and its teach- 
ing in Israel is not the inutile 
effort represented by the reviv- 
al of Gaelic. 

He is most sensible in not 
employing his work as a sound- 
ing board for a new interna- 
tional language, for he knows 
that “life fashions language” 
and that “selection and varia- 
tion” will not yield to a ficti-

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THE EISENHOWER DOCTRINE 


The Eisenhower Doctrine for bringing peace and 
economic rehabilitation to the Mideast will most certainly 
have the support of Israel. 

This is the kind of program which Israel has been 
trying to persuade the world will achieve not only Mid- 
east peace, but restore the area to its former periods of 
productivity—and not only economic well-being. 

But between the goal and the implementation, there 

most certainly will be many trying moments for Israel. She 
will have to be most careful lest the improvement in the 
Mideast picture be made wholly at her expense. Peace was 
always possible if Israel were willing to yield her sover- 
eignty. 
But we can’t see how she could do otherwise than 
embrace the Eisenhower Doctrine with all the hope that 
it will be successful in ameliorating the unhappy situa- 
tion that now exists in that part of the world. 


VISIT ISRAEL IN 1957 


In its determination to aid Israel economically and 
politically, the United States Jewish community should 
not overlook an area in which its help can be decisive in 
avery important way. 

- Because of the Sinai campaign, tourism to Israel has 
been almost completely ended. In fact, even as this is be- 
ing written, any United States citizen wishing to visit Is- 
rael cannot secure a passport to do so. 

What this means for Israel’s economy is clear. Israel’s 
luxury hotels, built to cater to the stream of 30,000 foreign 
visitors, are perforce hard hit, so much so that one of the 
largest and most well-known, the King David, is even now 
shut down. 

El Al, the ZIM Lines, are also affected adversely, as 
are all the auxiliary agencies connected with tourism, from 
restaurants to travel offices, to shops and so on. 

There is some valid concern for the safety of tourists 
in view of the unsettled conditions in the Middle East, al- 
though the fact that only two of all the American Jewish 
students studying in Israel answered pleas to return home 
shows that even in war times, fears for the safety of in- 
dividual persons can be exaggerated. 

However, by the start of the opening of the tourists 
rush for the Passover season, the chances are that the war 
threat will have receded, the United States will have re- 
moved its embargo against travel to the Mideast, and con- 
ditions will be relatively peaceful. 

It therefore behooves the United States Jewish com- 
munity to mount the largest drive for tourists to Israel 
possible. 

This will not only have its effect on Israel’s economy, 
but it will serve also to remove some of the bad taste left 
in the mouths of the Israelis who seem to have felt that 
United States Jewry had defaulted in its support of the 
Jewish State at the time of the Sinai campaign. 

Our national Jewish organizations might give serious 
consideration to the proposal for large-scale tourist efforts. 
Just as the B’nai B’rith has chartered a vessel for a Car- 
tbbean tour, it should, as also the Zionist bodies, do the 
same for Israel tours. 

The announcement by the Labor Zionists of economy 
tours of Israel, shaving almost one-third off the normal 
cost, should prove a boon to travelers belonging to that 
body, plus others who will welcome the opportunity to 
visit Israel without dipping deep into their savings. 

Travel to Israel this year then, and travel via Israeli 


transportation. 


RABBIS OF SOUTH AFRICA 


Although we’re willing to concede that the position of 
the rabbinate in South Africa cannot be compared as far 
as freedom of expression is involved to that even of rabbis 
in our own South on problems in connection with Negroes, 
we cannot help but feel encouraged by what has happened 
to Rabbi Andre Unger, spiritual leader of the Reform Con- 
gregation of Port Elizabeth. 

He has been ordered to leave South Africa by that 
government for his outspoken views against apartheid. 

In our own South, the position of the American rabbi 
on desegregation is well known, even if he doesn’t shout 
it from the housetop. Not only this, but every national 
rabbinical organization has come out strongly in favor of 
integration in the schools. In some cases, notably in New 
Orleans and Nashville, rabbis have, by inviting Negroes 
to their pulpits, shown their views on oppression based on 
race. 
In South Africa, however, not only have the rabbis 
been silent, but when their reticence has been challenged, 
they have come up with the strange theory that apartheid 
is not a Jewish problem and therefore there is no need for 
rabbis to speak up. 

There is a saying in the Talmud that’ until one is in 
the shoes of the other, he should hesitate to judge that 
person. So we’re willing to leave our views on this matter 
just at the point where we stated them in the first para- 
graph of this editorial. 
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As we sat and listened to the talks 
eulogizing Louis Lipsky at the 80th birthday 
celebration in his honor in New York last 
Thursday night, we tried to find one word 
which might characterize him at this point 
in his career, and the one which we finally 
decided best fitted him now was patriarch. 

This is, of course, a good Jewish term, 
and although Lipsky when he was on the 
platform calling Rabbi Silver names in such 
charming language and with Rabbi Silver on 
the dais beside him and due to follow him as 
his opponent, could hardly be described as a 
patriarch, today that is the way Lipsky ap- 
pears in the Jewish community. (Incidentally, 
in the tableau pictured above Lipsky did such 
a perfect job of presenting the opposing view 
that even Rabbi Silver had to congratulate 
him, despite the fact that his talk was an anti- 
Silver one.) 

IN THE U. S. Jewish community, Lipsky’s 
name is already legend. In Israel, he seems 
to be the one U. S. Zionjst leader that is not 
only truly loved, but admired as well. 

My best recollections of Lipsky go back 
to the Zionist conventions of the forties, when, 
after the last, long night session, Lipsky held 
court for those of us who were his devoted 
followers (his court so to speak) until long 
into the wee hours. He hardly ever could 
understand me, though, because I always 
threw such challenging questions at him — 
merely to rile him into going into one of his 
long discourses—that he never could decide 
whether I actually was opposing him or merely 
following a technique. But I believe that 
underneath it all, he understood how much 
we all admired him. 

THE MEETING was in such good taste 
(the speechmakers were tops, of course), that 
after it was all over I wondered why I had 
enjoyed it so much. It didn’t occur “to me 
until just now, as I sat down to write this 
Chair, that it all has to do with a vulgarizing 
aspect of contemporary Jewish life. 

Today a testimonial banquet means a 
good man has been prostituted by an organi- 
zation. We don’t blame this entirely on the 
fund-raisers, but if anything’ has debased 
Jewish life today this is it. We suppose that 
the means justify the ends, but we're hoping 
that the time will arrive shortly, if it hasn’t 
already, when testimonials as a technique for 
fund-raising will be discarded. 

If this was done to you or me, that 
wouldn’t be so bad. But we take our best 
leader and put them through this coarse 
kind of affair, which sickens everyone and 
ends up with a common feeling of just how 
low can Jewish life get. 

The convention of awarding honorary de- 
grees to wealthy men by our institutions of 


higher learning is already commonplace. But 
this does not call for a grueling affair, where 
everyone, chiefly the person to be honored, 
goes through the agonizing emotional process 
which robs what should be a high point in a 
career of any meaning and destroys one’s 
faith in almost everything. 


IF YOU PKOKED o last Thursday’s New 
York Times (the day after we went to press) 
you would have noted that Morris W. Berin- 
stein was named to succeed Edward M. M. 
Warburg as president of the United Jewish 
Appeal. Mr. Berinstein, although not as well 
known as Mr. Warburg, doesn’t need an in- 
troduction to the leadership of the U. S. Jew- 
ish community, and we are sure that in his 
services to Jewish causes in general and the 
UJA in particular he will earn the gratitude 


of the Jewish community in the same meas-. 


ure as has Mr. Warburg. 

We said that you would have known 
this eight days ago had you picked up the 
New York Times. The POST is not usually 
so late with the news, but even the New 
York Times would not have had the announce- 
ment, had the publicity department of the 
UJA played fair with the Jewish press. 

THERE IS NO valid reason which we 
could imagine which would have forced the 
UJA press people to put the announcement in 
the New York Times, while making it im- 
possible for the Jewish press to print the 
announcement until more than a week later. 

So, Mr. Berinstein, you have a job on 
your hands right from the start, if you want 
to play fair, and we certainly assume that 
you do. See that all papers, even the ones 
as unimportant as The POST, get an even 
break on the news of your organization. 

FOR OVER a year now, the very desirable 
pulpit of the Park Avenue Synagogue in New 
York has been unfilled. This plum was about 
to fall to one of the top Conservative rabbis 
in the United States, and, of course, we noted 
the fact. We even knew who was to get the 
pulpit of the Conservative rabbi when he 
moved to the Park Avenue post. 

That arrangement fell through, and you 
may have noted that we were only a little 
less revealing in our next story. In place of 
mentioning the name of the rabbi being con- 
sidered, we only identified him so anyone 
who knew him could not mistake whom we 
meant, 

‘Now he, too, is out of the picture, and 
we know, we believe, who is being considered, 
But having been burnt twice, we’ll wait until 
the announcement is official, although we'll 
tell you that this rabbi is a former associate 
of one of the two who formerly were sup- 
posed to have been named momentarily.

Were There No 
Graves In Egypt? 





Everywhere throughout the free world 
there are disillusioned revolutionists who 
curse. the day they allowed a patriot to per- 
suade them to rebel against authority. They 
sit in the little coffee houses or the beer halls 
of the countries that gave them refuge and 
harass their souls with nos- 
talgic recollections of the 
old days when things were 
not so bad after all. They 
have most recently been 
joined by Hungarian refu- 
gees, some of whom I am 
sure, are asking the old, old 
question: Were there no 
graves in Hungary? 
™ The terrors of strange- 
Weinstein ness in a new land, the 
paralysis of the tongue in the presence of an 
incomprehensible language have a subtle way 
of diminishing the horror and muting the 
sharp edge of the old oppressions. What was 
ignominious serfdom becomes, in the strange 
alchemy of present loneliness, security. 

Lack of freedom is seen in this deceiving 
throw-back light to be a freedom from an- 
noying responsibility. The labors of liberty- 
loving leaders are seen as the mean maneuvers 
of power-hungary men, “Yes, it were bet- 
ter,” they lament in the melancholy measures 
of their native tongue, “to serve the Egyptians 
than to die in the wilderness.” 

The hunger for freedom is hardly enough 
to weather these discouragements. Not with- 
out the aid of a miracle now and then, and 
not without the aid of that perennial miracle 
—woman. For was it not Miriam who lifted 
the hearts of the people with that triumphant 
song which became the banner: of the Mac- 
cabees: 





“Who is like uto Thee, O Lord, among 
the mighty? 

Who is like unto Thee, glorious in holi- 
ness, fearful in praises, doing won- 
ders?” 

WAS IT NOT Deborah, she who judged 
the people when every man was a king in 
his own eyes, who rallied the people against 
the Canannites and preserved the hard-won 
gains of Moses and Joshua? And who put 
an end to Sisera, the arch enemy? Was it 
not Jael, the wife of Heber the Kenite? The 
story is vividly told in the Haftorah in one 
of the most primitive passages of ancient He- 
brew poetry: 

Blessed above women shall Jael be, 


The wife of Heber the Kenite, 
Above women in the tent shall she be 


blessed. 
Water he asked, milk she gave him; 
In a lordly bowl she brought him curd. 
Her hand she put to the tent-pin, 
And her right hand to the workmen’s 
hammer, 
And with the hammer she smote Sisera, 
She smote through his head. 
Yea, she pierced and struck through his 
temples. 
At her feet, he sunk, he fell, he lay: 
At her feet, he sunk, he fell; 
Where he sunk, there he fell down dead. 
FREEDOM, when it is jilted by the more 
volatile men folk, has a way of falling under 
the protection of the women. They do not 
disdain the flesh pots, nor the security of the 
familiar—for these are primary mother needs. 
But they understand, more by intuition than 
by reason, that security becomes bondage 
when it is not girded with freedom.

Rabbi Claims Eisendrath Radio Conditions Jews To Accept Christianity

The NBC Christmas talk of 
Dr. Eisendrath is a good means 
of conditioning American Jews 
to ideological christianization, 
and the NJP, knowingly or un- 
knowingly, is a good instrument 
of spreading such fine “shmad” 
literature. 

The thesis of Dr. Eisendrath 
is: 
@ The Jews never rejected 

the “Oso Ish.” (This is 

the way we refer to the 

Founder of Christianity). 

They only objected to the 

Messiah-ship, artificially 

labeled te one of their 


“people’s noblest proph- 
ets.” 
@ It was really the Chris- 


tians -who rejected him 
by paganizing his “Jew- 
ish” teachings. 

@He was killed by “the 
minions of Rome,” im- 
plying—not by the Jews. 

LET ME ANALYZE the above 
three points, and see how far 
Dr. Eisendrath succeeded in 
whitewashing Jewish history: 

1—Did the Jews reject the 
“Oso Ish?” Now, despite Dr. 
Eisendrath, the answer is: Of 
course, they did! 

The argument of Dr. Eisen- 
drath that his parents and dis- 
ciples did not reject him, and 
they were all Jews, not Chris- 
tians—ergo he was not rejected 
by the Jews — this argument 
holds no water. For when they 


say that he was rejected by the 
Jews, they mean by the official, 
authoritative representatives of 
the Jews and their followers, the 
wide Jewish namases of that day. 
It is sufficient to have but a 
superficial glance into the Trac- 
tate Sanhedrin ef the Babylon- 
ian Talmud (page 43-a) to note 
that he and his teachings were 
utterly rejected by the Jews. 

I’VE LONG KNOWN that the 
Talmud is a book sealed with 
seven archaic locks toe which 
some rabbis can find no mod- 
ern key. But it is inconceivable 
to me that a noted leader of Re- 
form Judaism showsd not have 
familiarized himself with these 
talmudical sources. Or, are we 
to aasume that talmudical 
sources are not as authoritative 
as the utterly unfounded sup- 
positions of Dr. Eisendrath? 

And apart from the Talmud, 
is it not well known that tens 
of thousands of Jews might 
have tried to save their lives 
through baptism, but chose to 
die with “shema Yisroel” rather 
than live and be “saved” by the 
instrumentality of the “Savidtr?” 
Could there be any greater re- 
jection than this? 

NO INTELLECTUAL Chris- 
tian will fall for such a disregard 
of historical facts. It can only 
help to condition Jews even 
more to accept their own “peo- 
ple’s noblest prophet.” 

2—The second point of his 
thesis is that it was really the 


Christians who didn’t accept 
him, and, were he to.come again, 
he would be electrocuted today 
by the same people who crucified 
him then. 

How presumptuous it is of Dr. 
Eisendrath to’ tell Christians 
that they did not accept their 
Saviour yet! Surely, he does 
net mean to doubt the sincerity 
of the Pontiff or other leading 
clergymen in their realization of 
their Saviour's teachings! 

BUT IW THE noted Reform 
leader has in mind the “cultural 
lag” that exists in this world 
between ideal preaching and 
actual living, why, is Judaism 
free from that reproach? Is 
democracy free from that re- 
proach? Is socialism or any 
other ism free from that guilt? 
It sounds ludicrous to accuse 
Christianity ef a human weak- 
ness to which a!l humanity, in- 
cluding Judaism, is a party. 

3—Finally, the good doctor 
tells, en passant, as it were, that 
the Roman minions killed him. 
No one denies this. The charge 
is merely made that the Romans 
did so on the promptings of the 
Jews. That Pontius Pilate has 
washed his hands, saying that 
he and the Romans are not re- 
sponsible for his blood. That 
somebody else was. Such an 
important point cannot be elu- 
cidated by simply by-passing it.

‘Marheshvan In Accadian 








Is Literally Eighth Month 
| @ Editor, National Jewish POST: 
M. T. Lazar asserted in his 
letter concerning the names of 
the Jewish months that the 
origin of Marheshvan is un- 
known (NJP, Dec. 28, '56). 

The Bible starts the order of 
months with what is now called 
Nisan, thus making Marheshvan 
the eighth month. 

In Accadian (Babylonian- 
Assyrian) the word for month 
is warhu and the word for eight 
is shamnu. A Babylonian-speak- 
ing person might then refer to 
the eighth month of the year 
as warhu Shamnu. The ‘‘m” and 
the “w” are labial sounds, and 
are very often interchanged in 
Semitic languages. Warhu 
shamnu became marhu shavnu 
which contains the exact same 
consonants as the present Mar- 
heshvan. (In Semitic languages 
only consonants make up the 
root of a word. Different vowels 
are then added to the root to 
indicate specific grammatical 
functions.) With the passage of 
time the Jews forgot the mean- 
ing of the Accadian marhu 
shavnu and Hebraized the form 
to the present Marheshvan.

Indeed, we believe that 
he was a devine instrument to 
bring to millions of pagans who 
refused to live by the minimum 
laws of religion—the seven Noa- 
chidic Laws—the divine word. 
But in the process pagans and 
Christians did not become Jews; 
it was Jesus who became a 
Christian.

Of Jewish Months

I wish to add the following 
information to Mr. Meyer T. Lae 
zar’s letter (NJP, Dec. 28, ’'56}: 

The names of the months as 
used at present were adopted by 
the Jews during the Babylonian 
captivity, 2500 years ago. In the 
later books of the Bible. the 
months are referred to at first 
by their numbers together with 
the new names (for instance, 
the twelfth month, which ts 
Adar), 

The meaning of Marcheshvan 
ts eighth month, in Hebrew Je- 
rach hashemini. The expression 
Mar Cheshvan or Cheshvan, 
therefore, is wrong. Marche She- 
van would be more correct. 

The discussion whether the 
9th or the 10th of Ab should be 
observed will be found in Tal- 
mud b., Taanith fol. 29a., where 
it is stated that the burning of 
the Temple started late on the 
9th and continued on the 10th 
of the month. 

Incidentally, the .Karaites ob- 
serve the 10th of Ab.

U. S. Policy Has No Chance Unless Injustice Repaired 





WASHINGTON, D.C. (NJP)— 
An “exception” was made re- 
cently to the open discrimina- 
tory practice of Saudi Arabia 
in not permitting Jews to travel 
within her borders, 

The Saudi Arabia Radio, 
broadcasting from Mecca, an- 
nounced that Alfred Lilienthal, 
“the great Jewish writer,” spoke 
at a_youth gathering in Jidda. 

The broadcast said that Lilien- 
thal, a member of the American 
Council for Judaism, praised the 
progress achieved under King 
Ibn Saud in the last two years 


and lauded the government’s ef- 
forts to enlighten its people on 
major Arab and foreign events. 
“The recent aggression 
against Egypt had a notable re- 
sult in that the United States 
is now in a position for the 
first time to draw up a new 
policy in the Middle East if it 
so desires,” Lilienthal predicted. 
“No American policies will 
have a chance of success unless 
it endeavors to repair the great 
injustice done to the Arab peo- 
ple in Palestine,” he related. 
“The United States by virtue

of its domination of financial 
aspects in Israel could restore 
right to its proper place.” 

The report asserted that Lil- 
ienthal called for implementa- 
tion of the UN 1947 resolution 
and said that if Israel doesn’t 
abide by this, she doesn’t have 
a right to exist. 

The broadcast quoted Lilien- 
thal as saying “It would be bet- 
ter if my government and peo. 
ple were able to differentiate 
properly between Judaism as a 
world creed and Zionism as a 
political movement.” 











Report Refugees 


Shun Israel Denied 


TEL AVIV—Reports that only 
900 of 14,000 Jewish refugees 
escaping from Hungary planned 
to come to Israel were denied by 
the Jewish Agency. An Agency 
spokesman said that more than 
1,000 Hungarian Jewish refugees 
have already arrived in Israel, 
while an additional 1,000 were 
awaiting transportation, The be- 
lief was expressed that approxi- 
mately half of the 14,000 will 
proceed to Israel. 





NEW YORK — The fact that 
only about 6 per cent, or 900, of 
the 14,000 Jews. who have es- 
caped from Hungary in the last 
two months, have decided to go 
to Israel] was noted in an article 
from Vienna in the New York 
Times. 

Although Israel agencies and 
other Jewish organizations seek 
to persuade the refugees, many 
of them young people who are 
skilled mechanics and artisans, 
to migrate to Israel, the over- 
whelming majority prefer to se- 
cure visas for the United States 
or other countries. 

“The younger generation (of 
refugees) is the object of much 
speculation by Jewish voluntary 
agencies and_ social workers,” 
the newspaper article asserts. 
“Many Jewish youngsters are 
openly hostile toward. Israel and 
to the concept of a ‘Jewish 
state.’ Few appear even to have 
been exposed to pro-Israel opin- 
ion. 

“Many other young Jewish 
men and women,” the article re- 
lates, “have learned to identify 
themselves as Jews only recent- 
ly in Austria because most re- 
lief and immigration assistance 
is distributed by religious 
groups.”
